Future: 


Transphobia Is My 
Issue Too

Hi, | am a gay man and my 
name is Warren 
Blumenfeld, or as my 
friends affectionately like 
to call me, “Estelle 
Abrams”— honorary 
Jewish bisexual woman 
from Brooklyn. Seriously, 
though, Estelle embodies 
the feminine side of my 
soul—my joyous, playful 
self, the creative, 
Spontaneous, sensitive 
spirit that I have come to 
treasure and genuinely 
love. But this wasn’t 
always the case. 


When I was quite young, long 
before I learned what was 
considered the “proper” rules of 
conduct, I naively introduced 
Estelle to the world. Others, I 
was quick to discover, feared 
and even despised her. Children 
called her names like “queer,” 
“sissy,” “fairy,” “pansy,” 
“faggot,” “little girl,” with an 
incredible vehemence and malice 


that I did not understand. 
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Adults hated her too. Soon after 
I introduced Estelle to my 
parents, they sent me to a child 
psychiatrist when I was only five 
years old and continuing over 
the next eight years, in their 
attempt to kill Estelle, to 
exorcise her in the hope of 
forever eliminating all contacts, 
all vestiges, all memory of her 
ever being a part of me. 


All this taught me to cloak her 
from the sun’s exposing rays, to 
keep her well concealed deep 
within my consciousness, to 
summons her only during those 
rare but precious moments of 
tranquil and safe solitude. 


The forces that set out to kill 
Estelle—those societal 
battalions bent on destroying all 
signs of femininity in every 
male—nearly succeeded in 
coercing me into denouncing 
her, but through some power 
more potent than they, Estelle 
was victorious in fending off 
their attacks. Being mightier and 
more willful, she stayed with me 
through times of torment and 
times of treatment. Even when I 
began to loosetrust andto doubt 
her, she never gave up on me. 


The good news is that Estelle 
not only survived, but she thrives 
in me today. Each day I am 
alive, I thank her for the 
extraordinary gifts she gives to 
me. Her presence not only 
enriches me, but also gives 
special meaning to my life, and 
for that I am truly lucky. 


Some have asked me, “What 
was that energy, that force 


empowering Estelle to repel her 
would-be executioners?” Quite 
simply, it was a vision—a vision 
of social transformation 
articulated by feminists and later 
by early gay liberationists during 
Estelle’s youth. 


Earlier, much earlier, in the 
Middle Ages, the fairies - those 
men accused of same-sex 
eroticism were rounded up, 
bound, tossed on the ground as if 
kindling, and set ablaze igniting 
women accused of witchcraft 
who were secured above. Later, 
the reverse would be true. © 
Catching the spark of feminist 
thought and theory, fairies joined 
together exploding conventional 
notions of gender, most notably 
definitions of masculinity. 


In 1993, during the National 
March for Gay, Lesbian, and 
Bisexual Rights in Washington, 
D.C., I attended a reunion of the 
Gay Liberation Front, D.C., 
which, over twenty-three years 
prior, formed the leading edge of 
a movement rising like a phoenix 
from the ashes of the Stonewall 
Inn in New York City. 


We held early meetings at Grace 
Church, the Washington Free 
Clinic in Georgetown, and All 
Souls Church on 16th Street, until 
we rented a brownstone on S 
Street, in Northwest for the 
establishment ofa Gay Liberation 
Front living collective. 


Meetings provided a space for 
gays, lesbians, and bisexual 
women and mento come together 
and put into practice what 
feminists had taught us—that the 


“personal is indeed the political.” 


We laughed and we cried 
together. We shared our ideas 
and our most intimate secrets. 
We dreamed our dreams and laid 
our plans for a world free from 
all the deadly forms of 
oppression, andas we went along, 
invented new ways of relating. 


For the men, we came to 
consciousness of how we 
had been stifled as males 
growing up in a culture 
that taught us to hate the 
woman within, that taught 
us that if we were to be 
considered worthy, we 
must be athletic, 
independent, assertive, 
domineering, competitive. 
That we must bury our 
emotions deep within the 
recesses of our souls. 


Looking back over the years, as 
our visibility has increased, as 
our place within the culture has 
become somewhat more assured, 
much certainly has been gained, 
but also, something very precious 
has been lost. That early 
excitement, that desire, though 
by no means the ability—to fully 
“restructure” the culture, as 
distinguished from mere reform, 
seems now to lay dormant in 
many sectors of, at least, the gay 
male community. 


I do remain hopeful, however, 
for I believe that bisexual women 
and men and transgenderists 
today are on the cutting edge of 
the discourse on gender, having 


the greatest potential to bring us 
back into the future. A future in 
which the Estelles (and the 
Butches) everywhere will live 
freely, unencumbered by other’s 
notions of behavior, onein which 


the “feminine” and 


“masculine”—as well as all the 
qualities on the continuum in 
between—can live and prosper 
in us all. 


So therefore I say, let us not 
work only toward lifting the ban 
against gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
people in the military, but let us 
also work toward lifting the ban 
against our transcending and 
obliterating the gender status 
quo. 


Let us not limit our efforts to 
defeating homophobia, 
heterosexism, biphobia, and the 
many other categories of 
oppression, but let us also work 
toward conquering personal, 
institutional, and societal forms 
of transphobia and _ its 


offshoot.What some of us have 
labeled “effemiphobia”—that 
insidious and dehumanizing fear 
and hatred of anything even 
hinting at the feminine in males, 
whichis, as we all know, basically 
the fear and hatred of females. 


Let us continue to work on issues 
around same-sex marriage and 
domestic partnership, but let us 
not fail to put efforts into 
strengthening a partnership 
between our masculine and 
feminine qualities making us all 
whole, integrated human beings. 


If indeed it is true, as the old 
saying goes, that the fish is the 
last to see the water because it is 
so pervasive, then from our 
vantage point at the margins, we 
have a special opportunity. 
Indeed a responsibility, to serve 
as social commentators, as 
critics, exposing and highlighting 
the rigid gender roles that 
dampen and saturate our 
environment, and to challenge 
the culture to move forever 
forward and to grow. 


This is my view of true and lasting 
liberation. I hope it is part of 
yours too.

How to get the 
Facts on 
Stockwell Day ©

Many of you are reacting to the news 
that Stockwell Day has been elected the 
new leader of the Alliance Party and 
many of you are concerned about Day’s 
agenda at the federal level. Very soon 
after his election as leader, Day made it 
clear in an interview in Fab magazine 
that he would invoke the not-withstand 
clause should the Supreme Court rule in 
favour of same sex marriages. 


Some of you have told me you’re 
interested in getting information about 
what Day has said in the past about 
homosexual rights in this province. I 
can tell you that, as an MLA, I have sat 
across from Mr. Day and his colleagues 
as they have worked to limit the rights of 
same-sex couples by defining marriage 
in what I considerto be extremely narrow 
terms. 


The good news is that all the debates on 
sexual orientation, the definition of 
marriage, and the Delwin Vriend 
decision is easy to access free-of-charge 
on the Internet. You simply go to the 
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Website - www.assembly.ab.ca -and click 
on the icon under Legislative Assembly 
Proceedings that says Hansard. You'll 
come up with two ways of searching for 
information. One is by a keyword and 
one is by the date. For example, if you 
plug in the words “Vriend decision” in 
the space that says “find all documents 
that contain” and specify the year of 
debate as 1998 in the space that says “in 
select year”, you can access the debate 
surrounding the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruling. Simply click on the icon 
that lists the first hit and once the 
document has loaded, scroll down until 
you find the highlighted Vriend icon. 
Click on the red arrow and you'll go to 
the next mention of Vriend in that day’s 
debate. Click on the green arrow and you 
can get to the next date that Vriend came 


up. 


Forexample, one search ofinterest would 
use the words “fences committee”. This 
refers to the Conservative government’s 
committee that was supposed to build a 
legislative fence that would protect 
marriage - the union of a man and a 
woman - in this province. In particular, 
read the December 6, 1999 debate in 
which Day talks about his view of 
marriage. You can access this by 
punching in the date in the space that 
says “display Hansard for this date”. 
Another search word that yields 
interesting results is Bill 202, the 
Marriage Amendment Act in the Spring 
2000 legislative session. In this one, we 
hear the debate about the “traditional 
definition of marriage”. 


Using Hansard to find out what Day and 
his colleagues have said in the past helps 
forewarn you for what Stockwell Day’s 
agenda will be in the future and in my 
opinion, you can never have too much 
information. 


If you have any ideas or concerns on this 
or any other pieces of legislation, please 
call or write to me with them. As your 
representative, it is important that I have 


a sense of what you are feeling on these 
issues. You can mail letters to

Generally, when I hear people saying 
that the summer of 2000 was not very 
good—too cool, wet, cloudy and slow 
to arrive—I know that they are 
referring to the weather but I think of 
it as a very bleak ‘political’ summer. 


A few months ago I wrote about my 
fears that Stockwell Day, then finance 
minister in Alberta, would probably be 
the Leader of the Alliance Party and 
Leader of the Official Opposition by 
fall. Unfortunately it appears that my 
political musings have come true. The 
unfolding of Mr. Day onto the national 
political stage was like watching a 
coronation and now we are being 
entertained by the reinvention 
(propaganda would be a better 
description) of the new, less strident 
Stockweil Day. It reminds me of 


putting bad wine in a new bottle—the 


taste, color and aroma is still the same, 


only the label has changed. I am 
amazed at how savvy the re-making 
is—picture after picture of Mr. Day 
exercising, riding on the back of a 
motorcycle looking young, vigorous 
and wholesome. And when any 
criticism does appear it is about Mr. 
Day’s ‘moral’ stand or position— 
which are devalued as neither really 
relevant to national political parties 


nor of great concern to Canadians! Of 


course what doesn’t get talked about 
are the things that Canadians do think 
are important: 
e Less than three months 
ago during his national 


leadership campaign, Mr. 


Day flew back to 
Edmonton so he could 


vote in favor of Bill 11— 


the privatization of 
health care! 

e In 2001, the Province 
will move to a flat tax 
income system which 
significantly favors 
wealthy people to the 
disadvantage of the 
middle class. 

e With no plans and no 


new programs to mitigate 


the growing income gap 


in Alberta under Mr. Day 


as treasurer, billions of 
surplus dollars are 
instead used to pay off 
debts (to the benefit of 
banks) while the number 
of children and families 
in poverty increase. 

e While additional dollars 
have poured into 
agricultural programs 
and extensive water 
diversion initiatives, 
cities, where 85% of 


Albertans live, are slowly 


strangling because of 
huge reductions of 
provincial financial 
assistance under Mr. 


Day—there is a profound 


antipathy to people in 
cities. 
And I have not even mentioned his 
profoundly narrow, and at times 


undemocratic, social views! 


Watching this summer of Canadian 
discontent draw to a close, I am still 
confronted by well-meaning people 
who believe that it is a good thing to 
have Stockwell Day now gone from 
Alberta and believe that Day will not 
get anywhere on the national scene. 
Give your head a shake! It is time 
for every reader of Times. 10 to think 
this through and get a handle on the 
real state of national politics. 
e The current Liberal 
government has a 
majority of only 5 or 6 
seats. A loss of 5 seats 
will mean either a 
minority government or 
possibly a government 
formed by one of the 
other parties. 
e If the Liberal party 
‘stumbles’, or 
Canadians decide they 
want a change 
(remember Kim 
Campbell and the PC’s), 
where are the votes 
likely to go—the New 
Democrats? The BQ? 
The PC’s? I believe the 
only party that 
Canadians will see as a 
viable alternative will be 
the Alliance Party. 
e There are no Reform/ 
Alliance MP’s east of 
Manitoba. Does anyone 
think that an Ontario 
governed by Mike Harris 
will elect no Alliance 
members in the next 
election?

Stockwell Day,

Consider the record: 


e Stockwell Day presided over the 
largest one-year increase in 
program spending ($2.012 
billion) between 1998/99 and 
1999/2000) of any Alberta 
Finance Minister since the mid 
1980’s; 


e Stockwell Day brought in nearly 
$3 billion in unbudgeted 
spending during his three years 
as Alberta’s Treasurer, nearly 
$2.3 billion more than his 
immediate predecessor who 
served over four years as 
Alberta’s Treasurer; 


e Stockwell Day brought in the 
largest unbudgeted spending bill 
($1.416 billion) of any Alberta 


Treasurer since 1986; 


e Stockwell Day amended the 
Fiscal Responsibility Act within 
six months of its original

passage to permit the 
largest unbudgeted 
spending increase 
($1.416 billion) in 
Alberta since 1986; 


e Stockwell Day 
underestimated the size 
of the budget surplus by 
an annual average of 
$1.815 billion or 582% 
per year while he was 
Alberta’s Treasurer; 


e Stockwell Day overspent 
by a cumulative $2.227 
billion during three years 
as Alberta’s Treasurer, 
an average $742 million 
of overspending per year; 


e Only 12% of Alberta’s 
$11.3 billion fiscal 
dividend was allocated 
towards tax cuts during 
Stockwell Day’s tenure 
as Alberta’s Treasurer; 


e Taxes increased by $497 
million during Stockwell 
Day’s three years as 
Alberta’s Treasurer; 


e Stockwell Day’s 11% 
single rate tax scheme 
gave the middle 39% of 
Alberta tax filers earning 
between $30,000 and 
$70,000 per year an 
average tax cut of just 
9%, while giving the top 
1% of Alberta tax filers 
earning over $150,000 
per year an average tax 
cut of 18%; 


e Stockwell Day’s 11% 
single rate tax scheme 
gave the middle 39% of 
Alberta tax filers earning 
between $30,000 and 


$70,000 per year 26% 
of the total tax cuts, 
while the top 4% of 
Alberta tax filers 
earning over $100,000 
received 31% of the 
total tax cuts; 


Stockwell Day’s 11% 
single rate tax scheme 
would have resulted in 
a tax increase of 
$186.31 in 2001, 
$189.21 in 2002, 
$192.16 in 2003 and 
$322.76 in 2004, for 
an Alberta taxpayer 
earning $35,000 a 
year; 


Stockwell Day’s 11% 
single rate tax 
scheme would have 
resulted in a tax 
increase of $177.31 in 
2001, $180.21 in 
2002, $183.16 in 
2003, and $379.76 in 
2004, for an Alberta 
taxpayer earning 
$50,000 a year; 


Stockwell Day’s 11% 
single rate tax 
scheme would have 
resulted in a tax 
increase of $76.97 in 
2001, $98.61 in 2002, 
$120.57 in 2003, and 
$436.76 in 2004, for 
an Alberta taxpayer 
earning $65,000 a 
year; 


Alberta taxpayers were 
forced to fork over 
$410 million or 
$371,000 per day to 
fund losses on business 
loans and guarantees 
incurred over the three 
years that Stockwell 
Day was Alberta’s 
Finance Minister; and 


The Alberta 
government missed 


202 of its performance 
targets over the three 
years that Stockwell Day 
was Alberta’s Finance 
Minister. 


With such a “tax and spend” 
record amassed here in 
Alberta, can Canadian 
taxpayers really afford to 
have Stockwell Day blow a 
gaping hole in the federal 
fiscal dividend? My advice 
to Canadians is to guard your 
“sweat soaked loonies” from 
the likes of Stockwell Day 


and the Canadian Alliance. 


Full-Scale 
Privatization 
of Health 
Care?

One of the little-known 
aspects of Bill 11 was that it 
created the Premier’s 
Advisory Council on Health. 
Ostensibly it’s a group of 
people to advise the premier 
on the sustainability and 
future of public health care. 


Just recently the government 
announced its appointments to 
this body and unfortunately, 
many of them have direct 
connections to private health 
care interests. 


For example, the government 
appointed Dr. John Evans who 
currently sits on the Board of 
Directors of MDS Inc. MDS is 
a private health company that 
has some investments in HRG, 
a leading lobbyist for the 
expansion of private health care. 


Don Mazankowski, the former 
federal Conservative cabinet 
member, was also appointed to 
the board. He currently sits on 
the Board of Directors of Great 
West Life, a Canadian company 
that offers private health 
insurance the United States. 


The government has also 
appointed several people who 
have publicly advocated the 
increased privatization of health 
care. Dr. Brian Crowley is one 
of these individuals. He is 
currently the president of the 
Atlantic Institute for Market 
Studies, a think-tank that can 
only be described as the “Fraser 
Institute East.” 


Mr. Crowley publicly supported 
Bill 11 during the debate and 
has advocated nothing less than 
the full-scale privatization of 
health care. 


The New Democrat Opposition 
have called on the government 
to require each of the individuals 
named to the Advisory Council 
to openly disclose all of their 
connections to private health 
care interests. 


The nature of _ these 
appointments suggests that the 
Premier’s Agenda is not to 
protect and sustain health care 
but rather to continue to 
dismantle it - piece by piece. 


Grandparents Sue for 
Custody to Take 
Granddaughter away 
from their Gay 
Daughter 


A well-known local bartender, Helen who works at 
Secrets Bar and Grill is now in the process of battling a custody 
battle for her eight-year-old daughter, Alyssa. Our story 
begins 6 months ago when Helen left Nova Scotia, to come to 
Alberta in search of work. Helen left her daughter in her 
parent’s care, with the understanding that in a few months 
time, she would be sending a ticket to bring Alyssa west. Helen 
came to Edmonton, immediately got a job and has worked non- 
stop to save money, in order to bring Alyssa home. 

Two weeks ago, when Helen sent a ticket to her 
family, for Alyssa to come toEdmonton. She received a phone 
call from her brother saying that, in fact, they (Helen’s brother 
and parents) would not be sending Alyssa west and they were 
instead petitioning the court for custody. Helen’s brother then 
proceeded to tell her that the court date had been set for 
September the 25, at a courthouse in Nova Scotia. He went on | 
to say, that if Helen failed to appear. at the hearing - it would | 
be showing that she did not care, and custody would be | 
awarded jointly to Helen’s parents and brother. The rational | 
behind the custody suit being that Helen was an unfit mother : 
because of character and lifestyle: working in a gay bar, : 
working late hours, hanging outwith people of questionable 


and well - being of her daughter. The case seems ridiculous, 


and should be dismissed outright, but the fact of the matter | 
remains, that because of her families ill - formed judgments 
based upon conjecture and prejudice, Helen will have to pursue |

this matter before the courts in Nova Scotia, at great personal 
expense - both emotional and _ financial. : 
When I think of family, I think of those that you can : 
turn to for support, in times of need. It is, for me, unthinkable : 
that a family would so cruelly and maliciously undermine, ; 
their own. I’ve heard the term - “the families we choose” and, | 


just now, I am beginning to understand why and what that ; 
means. There isa great need at this time for the gay community | 
to come together, as it has in the past, to lend support in| 
whatever ways possible. Donations are now being collected at 
Secrets Bar and Grill, for a legal defense fund, for this case. By 
contributing, we, the members of the gay community, may help | 
to unite a mother with her child, and in the process show | 


everyone the true nature of community, perhaps even of family.

Pride: 
What 
Schools Do 
Not Teach

This is a story about a kid I'll call 
Young Shakespeare. He is an 
ordinary kid. He is parented by 
two women who are lesbians. He 
calls them the “Womens” and is 
joyful in his relationship with them. 
Young attends his local elementary 
school and is great friends with 
another kid.... let’s call him Night 
Stock. Young and Night have 
sleep overs every weekend, play at 
school, sit in side by side desks, eat 
lunch together, and even go on 
holidays together. 


Things change when the two go to 
junior high school. Some of the 
older boys start picking on Young 
because he dresses differently. 
Young is a skater and wears baggy 
pants, colours his spiky hair blue 
and green, and carries his 
skateboard everywhere. The older 
boys grab Young’s books and 
throw them in the garbage; they 
shove Young, and one day they 
carry him to the other side of the 
school so heis late for class. When 
they were younger, Night stood up 
for Young but over the course of 
the first month ofjunior high, Night 
becomes increasingly distant. One 
day, along with the older boys 
Night calls Young names like 
“gay”, “queer”, and “fag”. Young 
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and Night are no longer friends. 


In fact, Young chooses to change 
schools because of the increasing 
harassment. Young tells the 
“Womens” that informing school 
authorities will only make things 
worse. After his first year of junior 
high, school never feels the same 
for Young. The transition to high 
school is an anxious yet exciting, 
time for Young. Onthe first day of 
school, he discovers that Night 


attends the same high school. 
Young hopes that they can put 
junior high behind them but as the 
first week unfolds, Night starts to 
chant at Young in the hallways. 
“Fag-got......fag-got.....fag-got!” 
Night spits out “Nothing but the 
son of a stupid lesbian!” Night 
challenges Young to a fist fight. 
Young refuses but after school, a 
large circle of teens surrounds the 
pair as they try to leave school, 
moving them into the centre of the 
crowd. Night throws the first 
punch and misses. Young punches 
and WHAM! He connects with 
Night’s face. Atthis point a teacher 
charges up, the crowd disperses 
quickly and Young is caught by 
the teacher. When asked what 
happened, Young replies that 
someone blind-sided him and that 
he does not know who. The next 


day Night is identified as the other 
kid and Young is given a two-day 
suspension for lying and fighting 
while Night is given a one day 
suspension for fighting. 


This is the story of one kid whose 
parents are not straight. Children 
of sexual minorities are just one 
more casualty of the systemic 
heterosexism and homophobia of 
schooling and the larger societal 
context within which kids live and 
try to make sense of who they are. 
As Young so eloquently states, 
“Where would I begin to talk about 
what had happened and how unfair 
it was that I, who was being 
harassed, was the one disciplined 
more severely? What would the 
school authorities do with this? 
What kinds of rights do I have in 
that situation?” 


These are the lessons taught to 
children of sexual minorities in 
Alberta’s schools. They learn that 
heterosexist prejudice and 
homophobic harassment and 
bullying are okay, as well as cruel 
and misleading myths and lies 
about their families and parents. 
There is an absence of role models 
as well as an invisibility of lesbian 
and gay culture and history. These 
are the lessons that “straight” kids 
learn as well. They are the lessons 
that reproduce heterosexism and 
homophobia. This not-so-hidden 
curriculum has particularly 
damaging effects for the children 
of sexual minorities as well as 
queer youth. 


Meanwhile, Young has dropped 
out of school because it seems 
irrelevant to his life. Given the 
context, who can disagree?

A lot of thoughts about parenting these 
days: step-parenting, co-parenting, 
whether parenting is determined only 
by birth and/or adoption and/or whether 
they’re his and/or her kids and/or yours 
. it seems, to me at least, that the 
permutations seem endless. 


What is parenting, anway - and is the 
role of parent determined by whether 
you are an actual birth-related parent? 
A day care worker says “Let me help 
you tie your shoe”. Grandma says 
“Thanks for helping me clear the table.” 


Isn’t that a kind of parenting? When 


any adult - foster parent, teacher, uncle, 
aunt, grandparent, baby-sitter - helps a 
child learn and grow, is that not 
parenting of a kind? How many of us 
have friends, or extended family, or a 
teacher, who “was like a mother to me” 
or “taught me things the way my dad 
did”. 


Experience has taught me, among other 
things, that parenting is about teaching, 
supporting, following, sharing, 
protecting, launching ... and lots more. 
Gotta be the most important, and the 
toughest job, ever. It can be hugely 
rewarding, hugely challenging, and 
hugely difficult, often all at the same 
time. Makes me think of the title of the 
musical “I Love You, You’re Perfect, 
Now Change’ ... abbreviated, in parent- 
speak, to “Do it my way”. 


I find it interesting that parenting and 
partnering are the same word with only 
the order of the letters changed. And I 
also find it interesting that the “do it my 
way gremlin shows upin conversations 
about both parenting and partnering, 
and that ways of dealing with that 
particular gremlin, under either 
4Sircumstance, are pretty similar. 


It seems that folks grappling with that 
nasty little beast often say “I won’ t tolerate 
his anger” or “I can’t tolerate the mess 
she makes” or “his posessiveness” or 
“her disrespect” or whatever is the issue 
of the moment. They make these 
comments with passion and desperation. 
Sometimes it’s just a plain old power 
grab, and needs to be dealt with as such. 
But there are other occasions -I’d venture 
to say lots of them - that both the anger 
and the unwillingness to tolerate it, for 
example, are about someone expressing 
needs that deserve to be heard and 
respected. The bottom line: whatever the 
motivation, a way needs to be found to 
deal with the daily, multi-faceted 
manifestations of the gremlin in non- 
threatening, balanced ways. 


A glance into the Canadian Oxford 
Dictionary shows us this: tolerate: allow 
the existence, practice or occurrence of, 
without authoritative interference or 
proscription; endure or allow with 
patience, leniency or understanding; put 
up with; sustain or endure”. Now this all 
suggests to mea lot of effort, a lot of “grin 
and bear it”, a lot of stuffing down of 
resentments and anger. Nota particularly 
pleasant, or useful, way to expend your 
energies. 


Another glance, however, shows us 
accommodate: provide lodging or room 
for; adapt, harmonize, reconcile; do 
service or favour; oblige or supply. Now 
these are much softer words, much easier 
to connect positively with. They invite 
me into an opportunity to consider, to 
explore, to play around with something 
to see if it’s workable. Images of moving 
the furniture around the living room to 
find the best place for the sofa come to 
mind ... of squeezing over on the bench to 
make room for one more ... of wondering 
what it would mean to “accommodate her 
request” for going to bed later on Friday 
nights, of his request for “more time with 
my kids”, of a mother’s request to clean 
the room, of a child’s request for more 
time with friends. 


Accommodate does not mean “giving 
in”, or not having a boundary that needs 
to stay in place. It does mean searching 
for a way of sharing, of exploring. In the 
parenting group, we were talking about 
approaching schools to talk about the 
needs of lesbian/gay parents regarding 
theirkids. When we talked about getting 
them to be tolerant, we seemed more 
defensive, tighter, strained. But when 
we started to think of suggesting to the 
schools that together we could work to 
find ways to accommodate our needs 
within their constraints, lots of options 
came up quickly. 


It’s yet another example of the way that 
language is both a creator of our 
experience and a reflection of it. Many 
folks - friends, family, clients - are 
familiar with my mantra of “and” rather 
than “either/or”, and it seems to me that 
working towards accommodation is a 
perfect way of bringing the “and” into 
the forefront of the way we live, 
energizing options and choices. It’s 
amazing what happens when you change 
just one word in a thought: it can filter 
through the whole belief system behind 
that thought, and thus the emotions 
connected to the belief. 


Try it. “I can tolerate” generates a very 
different reaction than “I can 
accommodate”. The reverse is also true: 
“I can’t accommodate” is much easier, 
on all parties concerned, than “I can’t 
tolerate”. Now both have their place: 
let’s face it, there are things about life 
and living that can be neither tolerated 
nor accommodated. Nevertheless, I 
suggest playing with the two words to 
see how much impact change there can 
be. 


And don’t try it just in your personal 
relationships, as you parent, as you 
partner, as you live ... try it with groups 
you're working with, or organizations. 
As always, there are no sure answers: 
but it may be that you find some easier, 
healthier alternatives to dealing with 
the questions.

It was 1969 when New York 
drag queens participated in the 
Stonewall riots, an action that 
elevated the Queer Rights 
movementto a new level. And in 


the intervening years, the role of 


drag queens in the gay 
community has not lessened at 
all. They are still as flamboyant, 
as colorful, as energetic, as ever. 
More importantly, they are still 


active in many aspects of 


community organizations and 
development. 

And yet, perhaps no one 
subgroup of the Queer 
community receives as much 
criticism as the Queens. They’re 
too “stereotypical”, they’re too 
“in-your-face”, and they’re just 


too “girly”. How many times 
have you heard someone say, 
“if I wanted to date a woman, 
I’dbe straight”? Well, when it 
comes to romantic or sexual 
interest, not ‘going for’ drag 
queens is not really any 
different than preferring 
foreskins or blondes or big 
wrists. 

However, that doesn’t and 
cannot deny the social and 
political importance that drag 
queens play in the community. 
And when discussing thatrole, 
itis almost umpossible to ignore 
the Court. The Imperial 
Sovereign Court of the Wild 
Rose is a_ non-profit 
organization serving 
Edmonton and Northern 
Alberta that is dedicated to 
raising money for charities, a 
very noble cause. 

Why then is it beset with 
interpersonal politics and in- 
fighting that counter the good 
it is trying to accomplish? Too 
often it seems, questions of 
little importance gain too much 


attention, detracting from the 
fact that they’re all there and 
involved to raise money for 
various charities. Bitter people 
trying to turn personal grudges 
into political causes are 
detrimental to the running of 
such an organization.

Stress and tensions were 
running high, as Queens from 
all over Canada, and many from 
the States, came to town to 
support the outgoing Empress 
and Emperor, and to bring in 
the new ones. The focus, sadly, 
seemed to shift from celebrating 
all that Garry and Dyna Thirst 
accomplished, to dealing with 
trifles from years past. 
Admittedly, I am a new kid on 
the block when it comes to Court 
politicking and intrigue, but it 
seems to me that if people spent 
more time focussed what good 
can be done in the here and 
now, they'd be better off than 


continually harping on past 
problems. 

What can be said though? 
Maybe this catty gossip and 
manipulation is one of the thnlls 
to the Drag World. To me 
though, the point of it all isn’t 
impressive titles or flashy new 
crowns or competing for this 
honor or that. The point is 
putting on an entertaining show 
that will raisemoney for worthy 
causes. The sooner that is 
realized, the better it will be for 
the Court, the people involved, 
and the organizations that 
benefit from the donations. 

Drag queens are an integral 
part of the gay community. Yes 
they’re flamboyant and yes 
they’re noticeable. But they’re 
exciting and dynamic and vital 
to the ongoing evolution of 
Queer culture. You might not 
like the fact that the media 
camera seems drawn to them, 
but surely, if you spent as much 
money and effort getting all 
frocked up as they do, you’d 
invite that attention yourself. 
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Barebacking: 


A negative 
way to 
describe a 
natural act 


(A discussion of anal 
intercourse and healthy gay 
male sexuality.)

Last year I wrote an article entitled 
“Barebacking to the Millennium ” in 
which I commented on what was 
perceived to be an emerging trend. 
Barebacking has been defined, 
primarily, as the participation in anal 
intercourse without the use of condoms 
as protection from HIV/AIDS, “raw” 
sex. The article was in response to one 
published the previous month called 
“The AIDS Cult and Seroconverts”, by 
Ian Young that outlined the 
philosophical and psychological 
undercurrent of a growing risk-taking. 
The articles served as a bit of a “heads- 
up” for me on some of the attitudes and 
issues around barebacking as well as an 
opportunity to promote dialogue on the 
subject. 


Well, we’re talking about barebacking 
again. It remains a controversy that has 
many, many folk on both sides of the 
discussion very concerned. Much has 
to do with the media attention and the 
voyeuristic slant put on gay/bisexual 
male sexual activity. The lustful 
atmosphere has lent a perplexity to the 
solutions to a sexual and emotional 
reality in gay/bisexual men’s lives. 
Much has to do with the reality that 
there is a risk to random barebacking 
behaviour. On August 21 and 22, the 
National Post and Edmonton Journal 
bothran articles again citing an increase 


of risk-taking among gay/bisexual men 
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in a study reported in The Canadian 
Journal of Human Sexuality. The 
subsequent discussions have been around 
barebacking. 


At the outset, | want to emphasis that 
barebacking, though a term adopted by 
the gay/bisexual male community, is not 
an activity that is solely the dominion of 
gay and bisexual men. Heterosexual men 
and women practice “barebacking” with 
impunity, but it hasn’tbeen given a name, 
hell, in most instances, it isn’t even given 
a second thought. 


In a recent online discussion at 
GayMensHealthSummit@eGroups.com 
one participant laments the tendency to 
perpetrate the misunderstanding of the 
term barebacking to mean “bug chasing” 
or “something approaching a pathological 
disorder”. And he is correct. That is the 
tendency and it is given its impetus from 
a compulsive need for the non-gay/ 
bisexual male to voyeuristically analyze 
homosexual practices. 

Another participant in the online 
discussion states that the whole concept 
of “barebacking “ as sensationalized by 
the media gained currency so quickly 
because of all imagery it implies. 


The hype around gay/bisexual men’s 


sexual practices creates a vehicle for the 
rest of society to forget their own sexual 
behaviours and risk-taking. The 
eagerness with which the media led 
scapegoating of gay/bisexual men plays 
out in the discussion of HIV/AIDS and 
serves to focus away from the sexual 
behaviours and risk-taking of the 
remainder of the population. 


There is a reality to the intimacy that 
two men share with each other. To 
imply that that intimacy is primarily 
animal and almost base is another 
indication of how deeply rooted the 
issue of homophobia has become. Men 
in romantic and intimate relationships 
with each other create the same bonds 
with their partner, for the same reasons 
and utilizing the same human instincts 
as does any other bonding couple in 
human society. We do not expect 
heterosexual couples or even bisexual 
men from family environments to use 
condoms. 


The first comment on the online thread 
on barebacking was by John Egan from 
the University of British Columbia.

conflation of unprotected 
sex between 

I am going out on a limb 
here, because I believe we 
need to have this discussion 
~ in our community, and we 
need to promote the 
discussionin all infected and 
affected populations. There 
has been a great deal written 
about the need to adhere to 
the principle of the “a 
condom every time” 
mindset. A question of 
reality sets in.; is it realistic 
to expect gay/bisexual men 
to be steadfast to this 
principle. Is it realistic to 
expect a heterosexual men 
to be steadfast to this 
principle (and would they)? 
The answer is no, it is not 
realistic, in fact the outcome 
of past campaigns that 
promoted the condom 
revolution are said to have 
been of significant harm to 
the overall intent of effecting 
change. 


What we need to be talking 
about is trust and honesty 
with our sexual partners. 
Men who are in 
monogamous relationships 
and have tested HIV 
negative while in that 
relationship should be able 
to make the choice based on 
trust and honesty, not on the 
programming expectations 
of the well-meaning ASOs. 
We would expect no less 
from a committed 
heterosexual couple, 
married or otherwise. Men 
who are actively involved in 
serial monogamy, that is 
short-term relationships 
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within which they remain 
monogamous, should also 
be able to make a choice 
based on trust and honesty. 
Couples who are HIV 
positive have yet another 
level of consideration. 
Included in their choices is 
the possibility of mutating 
strains as a result of an 
exchange of distinctly 
different strains of HIV 
through anal intercourse and 
other sexual activities. 


It has been said repeatedly 
by the gay/bisexual male 
community that adherence 
to hard and fast dictates on 
behaviour create a backlash 
and a return to risk-taking. 
The negative message is 
seen as oppressive and 
homophobic and does not 
leave room for celebration 
or developing a personal 
comfort level with one’s 
sexuality. The community 


as.a whole is rejecting this4, c» 


approach. ASOs are even 
looking closely at the 


mistakes madein campaigns | | 


aimed at gay/bisexual men 
in the hope of avoiding the 
same backlash in other 
population groups. 


There is a lot of gray area in 
this discussion and I do not 
have the solution to the 
question, to bareback or not 
to bareback. Only you can 
make that decision. What I 
can do is repeat that anal 
intercourse (homosexual 
and heterosexual) 
constitutes the greatest risk 
of HIV infection and when 
exploring the pleasures of 
sexuality consideration 
must be made for health and 
personal safety.

Together, Alone

1. 
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Our lives are woven 
through with themes- 
galore. A core motif 
unfolding in many, mine 
included, is the dance 
between connectedness 
and solitude. 

By definition, “sexual 
orientation” correlates to 
sexuality and 
relationship: being gay, 
bisexual or lesbian 
orients us toward one 
another. 

Yet the deepest parts of 
coming—and being—out 
stem from self-dialogue, 
engendered by solitary 
reflection. 

I have had my most 
fulfilling queer 
experiences alone with 
my self. No, I’m not 
talking about 
masturbation here; I am 
talking about the soulful 
delight of dialoguing 
with my gay life on the 
journal’s receptive, blank 
page; about tranquil 
recollection of my 
experience—from last 
night, last year or a 
decade ago. 

Life can twist itself up 
into interpersonal 
melodrama; the more I 
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heed my body’s yearning 
for regular solitary retreat, 
the less overwhelmed and 
bent out of shape I get. 
Nothing promotes soul 
growth like some quiet 
contemplation in between 
zany nights out at the bar. 
I don’t know whether Ill 
ever achieve that perfect 
balance between bountiful 
aloneness and the 
excitement that queer 
sociality can offer. 

What I do know is this: 
my body sends signals 
when I’m overdoing it, 
one way or the other. My 
belly cramps up when I’m 
overindulging the club 
scene; my chest 
contracts—triggering any 
number of compulsions— 
when solitude dwindles 
down into anemic 
isolation. 

Perfect balance bores the 
hell out of me, so I am not 
too worried. Aliveness 
isn’t about permanent 
equilibrium; it’s about 
responding—to myself 
and to others. 

That self-aware 
responsiveness is a 
psychic muscle, exercised 
when I’m alone and when 
I’m in contact with you. 

A decade ago, I used to go 
out to the bars five nights 
a week: to get drunk, to 
get picked up, to run from 
myself. Today I enjoy the 
milieu more episodically. 
I no longer drink; in 
smaller doses, whimsical 
carousing continues to 
enthrall me; I am learning 
how to create meaningful 
queer connections. Any 
one night’s tableau of eros 
and eye contact and 
queening out can inspire 
meditation on love, 


Becoming Ourse 
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friendship and desire; I 
don’t always have to 
intersect with the 
perpetual whirligig to 
be stimulated by it. 
Home alone, nothing 
grounds me like a night 
off. Scribbling myself 
into being in my 
journal, I let the phone 
ring unanswered, 
steeped in the vast 
concoctions of my pen. 
Then later on, today or 
tomorrow, I am again 
ready to connect. 

When several days go 
by of not answering my 
ringing phone, I know 
I’m beginning to slide 
down that slippery 
slope into withdrawal. 
Isolation breeds self- 
deception, compulsion, 
“stinking thinking”. 
When that happens, I 
am learning how to 
coax myself back out 
into the world, into 
meaningful contact 
with folks who love me. 
Fulfilling 
relationships— 
including romantic 
couplings—feed into 
satisfying aloneness. 
And vice versa. The 
wisest thing I’ve heard 
on “marriage” comes 
from Kahlil Gibran: /et 
there be spaces between 
your togetherness. 

Fear of being alone has 
been responsible for 
most of my life’s 
interpersonal fuck-ups; 
satisfying, loving 
relationships I’ve co- 
created have been borne 
from conscious 
reflection as much as 
healthy communication. 
Healthy communication 
can devolve into an list 


of annoying self-help 
do’s and don’ts; when 
flowing out of the soul- 
juice of our fabulous 
solitary selves, words— 
however imprecisely 
and awkwardly 
uttered—can knit lives 
together. 

Connecting with 
myself and others is a 
unitary process; as I 
grow older, I appreciate 
the indivisibility of 
“intra” and “inter”, of 
“within” and 
“between”. It’s all one 
big dance.

As the sun sets on the crisis 
moment of AIDS for gay 
men throughout the United 
States, our communities need 
to prepare for the long night 
ahead. Throughout the 
nation, contentious groups 
of local public health 
officials, AIDS prevention 
organizers, and _ street 
activists are perplexed at the 
rise of  bare-backing 
subcultures, vexed by the 
drug use at circuit parties, 
and disheartened by rises in 


rates of sexually transmitted 
diseases among gay men. 
These diverse groups 
commonly share a single 
characteristic: all lack 
readiness for a new phase of 
health promotion work with 
the diverse gay male 
populations in their areas 


Visionary ideas are just 
beginning to appear. One 
glimmer of innovation 
emerges from agencies 
attempting to reduce HIV 
among gay men of color. 
Unlike many gay white men, 
men of color have learned 
that effective HIV prevention 
has got to be embedded in a 
comprehensive approach to 
gay men’s health. Yet 
throughout the nation, they 
remain under-resourced and 
under-valued. 

It’s time we dance to that 


tune again. A new 
generation of leadership 
must emerge to provide a 
balanced sense of urgency 
to the contemporary 
conditions of gay men’s 
lives. Time is npe for a 
gay men’s health 
movement to arise out of 
the charred embers of our 
community’s AIDS 
moment. 

Essentially, we must replicate 
for gay men’s health precisely 
the community-based AIDS 
response we_ generated 
between 1982 and 1987. This 
movement must be powerful, 
rooted in our many subcultures, 
and willing to work 
independent of the formal 
public health structures of the 
nation. 


Critical Gaps Beyond HIV 


After two decades of building 
an AIDS infrastructure to 
address a crisis of enormous 
scale, now that the collective 
consciousness of gay men’s 
communities is no longer 
transfixed on that horror, with 
what are we left? We certainly 
need a regenerated AIDS 
movement to continue the hard 
work ahead for all affected 
populations. A cursory glance 
at the gay geography of most 
parts ofournationreveals some 
critical gaps: 


In almost all cities, counties, 
and states no organization has 
taken meaningful 
responsibility for overseeing 
the overall health and wellness 
of gay men. 


A comprehensive plan for 
improving gay men’s health 
does not exist in most areas, 
nor does any entity feel

We have thousands of 
community-based 
organizations focused on HIV/ 
AIDS but one could count on 
two hands the number of 
freestanding comprehensive 
gay men’s health projects that 
exist. We have hundreds of 
groups with names like “Stop 
AIDS,” but very few 
organizations operating under 
a “Gay Men’s Health Project” 
banner. 


While in most urban centers 
numerous groups work on a 
specific aspect of gay men’s 
health (mental health, violence, 
sexually transmitted diseases, 
HIV/AIDS, addiction recovery), 
these organizations usually lack 
meaningful coordination and 
rarely have provided activist 
leadership on health issues. 


In the wake of a catastrophe as 
powerful as any earthquake that 
has hit a major metropolis, there 
has been no formal discussion 
of rebuilding our gay male 
communities in the wake of 
AIDS. And no strategic 
planning has taken place that 
has thoughtfully considered the 
revival and redevelopment of 
gay men’s cultures. In 1987, 
we held a national “War 
Conference” to refine our 
strategies and accelerate our 
efforts against AIDS; at this 
time, we would benefit from a 
national summit focused on 
redeveloping gay communities 
in the ongoing epidemic. 


Some parts of the country are 
moving boldly into this new 
phase of health work. Gay 
men’s health projects have 
begun to sprout up in places as 
diverse as Philadelphia, Key 
West, Boulder, Minneapolis, 
and Salt Lake City. 


Massachusetts’s Public Health 
Department spearheaded needs 
assessments of gay men, 
created targeted planning 
processes, and created public 
bodies and community-based 
efforts to improve gay men’s 
wellness. 


What Is To Be Done? 


It’s time for ordinary gay men 
throughout the nation to grab 
the bull by its horns and create 
local gay men’s health 
movements that strategically 
emphasize our diversity, 
respect our subcultures, prize 
our history and traditions, and 
refuse to pathologize 
homosexual identity or 
desires. We might do what 
we did two decades ago and 
create innovative efforts— 
informal, community-based 
task forces and projects 
outside the formal structures 
of government or public 
health oversight—to respond 
to the contemporary 
conditions facing gay men at 
this time. To suggest a few 
efforts worth consideration, 
we might launch savvy 
grassroots efforts focused on 
crystal use and other party 
drugs, harm reduction 
planning forbarebackers, and 
the challenges of aging facing 
the nation’s surviving gay 
male populace.
